That  this  catalog  is  a  decided  variation  from  its  predessors  is  apparent  at  a  glance.  The 
discontinuation  of  a  large  number  of  gladiolus  varieties,  and  the  addition  of  various  other  lines 
of  flowers  is  one  of  the  results  of  my  new  location  here  at  Rockford. 

In  an  endeavor  to  have  a  succession  of  bloom,  that  glads  alone  cannot  give,  I  have  found 
that  the  various  flowers  in  this  list  answer  very  nicely.  Taken  somewhat  in  the  order  they 
are  found  in  this  book,  they  provide  quite  a  constant  parade  of  color  from  April  until  heavy 
frosts  when  the  dahlias  finally  cease. 

It  has  not  been  an  ideal  summer  for  flowers.  The  heat  with  a  lack  of  rainfall  has  hurt 
the  blooms  considerably,  but  by  judicious'  irrigation  I  have  kept  them  growing  nicely.  In 
spite  of  burned  tips,  etc.,  in  this  locality,  I  have  never  attended  so  many  shows  where  the 
quality  was  so  fine.  From  the  first  of  August  when  I  saw  the  Illinois  show  at  Mattoon,  all 
through  the  month  at  Marion  Indiana,  at  that  supreme  show  of  shows  at  Cleveland,  up  to 
last  week  when  growers  from  all  over  Michigan  turned  out  to  give  a  splendid  rainbow  of 
color  in  Kalamazoo,  I’ve  been  doing  my  best  to  observe  and  to  get  an  idea  of  what  were 
the  coming  new  things.  Acting  at  these  places,  as  judge  certainly  should  give  one  insight 
on  the  various  varieties,  and  it’s  mighty  interesting  to  note  that  the  old  favorites — varieties 
that  have  been  on  the  market  from  five  to  ten  years  or  even  longer,  often  give  the  newest 
a  great  run.  And  yet,  it  is  in  the  new  that  the  greatest  excitement  lies.  So  I  try  to  keep 
up  on  the  BEST  of  the  newer  things — all  the  while  in  an  endeavor  to  list  only  those  which 
are  worthy  of  such  listing. 


TERMS,  etc. 

are  the  same  this  year  as  in  the  past.  My  old  customers  know  that  I  give  good  value.  And 
the  gratifying  part  of  it  is  that  they  come  back  year  after  year.  And  to  you  who  have  never 
bought,  may  I  say  that  I  ask  only  a  trial  order. 

SHIPMENT: 

All  the  spring  flowering  bulbs  are  ready  for  shipment  at  once.  Peonies  and  iris  are  best 
planted  as  soon  as  possible,  also.  Perennials  differ  somewhat,  but  most  of  them  can  go 
foreward  at  most  any  time,  from  now  on.  Gladiolus  bulbs  are  generally  ready  for  shipment 
by  November  20th,  or  a  little  later.  We  ship  from  then  until  December  15th,  trying  to  get  the 
fall  orders  out  of  the  way  before  the  Christmas  rush.  All  later  orders  are  carried  until  the 
latter  part  of  February  unless  requested  before.  I  guarantee  safe  delivery  anywhere  in  this 
country.  Dahlias  are  best  not  divided  until  March,  so  they  are  not  priced  herein.  April 
shipment  is  quite  ideal. 


Bulbs  for  Fall  Planting 

TULIPS 

Without  doubt,  the  most  popular  spring  flowering  bulb.  Coming  in  many  types,  their 
range  of  color  and  season  of  bloom  is  surpassed  by  very  few  flowers.  For  out-of-door  bloom, 

plant  anytime  from  now  until  the  ground  is  frozen.  Good  rich,  but  well  drained  soil  is 

essential  for  the  best  of  bloom.  Now  that  tulip  shows  are  becoming  the  thing  we  endeavor 
to  get  the  soil  in  the  very  best  condition  possible.  Some  bone  meal,  well  rotted  stable 
manure  or  a  good  balanced  commercial  fertilizer,  well  worked  into  the  soil  will  be  of  much 
value  in  obtaining  the  tall  strong  stems  that  we  so  covet,  next  May.  Plant  four  or  five  inches 
deep  and  about  the  same  distance  apart. 

For  indoor  culture  plant  two  bulbs  in  a  four-inch  pot,  or  a  half  dozen  or  more  in  a  larger 
dish.  Set  the  bulbs  with  the  tip  just  below  the  surface  of  the  soil,  being  careful  not  to  pack 

it  beneath  the  bulbs  as  it  tends  to  obstruct  the  root  development  and  heave  the  bulb.  Water 

thoroughly,  and  set  in  the  dark  for  six  weeks  or  so.  Be  sure  they  do  not  dry  out  while  in  the 
dark.  They  really  aren’t  difficult  to  bring  into  bloom  from  the  first  of  February  on.  Best 
not  to  try  them  too  early.

Do  not 
confuse  these  bulbs  with  the  cheap  stock  of¬ 
fered  variously  at  bargain  prices.

There  are  few  more  satisfactory  flowers  than 
the  iris.  At  blooming  time,  which  lasts  over  a 
long  season,  there  is  nothing  lovlier  either  in 
the  garden  or  for  cutting.

When  the  tulips  come  we  think  they  are 
grand;  the  iris  are  delicately  lovely;  the  peony 
in  grandeur  is  hard  to  surpass.  Tapering 
spires  of  delphinium  make  us  think  a  bit  of 
the  blue,  blue  sky  has  come  to  earth,  and  the 
fragrance  and  perfection  of  the  roses  cause 
them,  the  first  spike  of  the  gladiolus  opens,  I 
find  myself  stirred  with  a  greater  thrill  than 
any  other  flower  can  bring.  Perchance  it  is 
but  Halley,  or  some  equally  old  variety;  prob¬ 
ably  it  is  far  from  being  supreme  spike  among 
glads.  No  matter.  The  thrill  lingers  on  as  I 
view  the  parade. 

I  claim  Gloriana  a  favorite  until  Mrs.  P.  W. 
Sisson  blooms.  And  when  Jenny  Lind  opens 
six  or  more  florets,  I  vow  nothing  can  be  more 
lovely.  The  etherial  beauty  of  The  finest 
spike  of  white  I  ever  saw — Jonkheer  Van  Tets 
— nearly  took  my  breath  away.  And  on  so  far 
— I  cannot  claim  one  variety  as  favorite. 

I  did  not  have  so  many  new  things  this 
year.  I’ve  not  seen  many  domestic  varieties  of 
1931  origination  that  I  felt  I  should  have,  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  scattering  ones  such 
as  Bagdad  and  a  very  few  others.  Red  Pirate 
from  Gelser  looked  very  good.  Among  older 
varieties,  the  ones  mentioned  above;  a  number 
of  Crow’s;  Gelser’s  newer  things;  Salbach’s; 
and  of  course  a  number  from  Mair,  Pfitzer 
and  Australia  have  been  mighty  fine. 

There  are  so  many  varieties  dropped  from 
this  list  that  it  scarcely  seems  complete.  Var¬ 
ious  reasons  are  there  for  their  absense.  Short 
spikes;  poor  growth;  ill-propagation;  and  the 
one  greatest  reason  is  that  so  many  varieties 
are  not  sufficently  distinct  and  worthy  to 
merit  even  a  name.  I  believe  that  every  glad 
listed  herein  Is  worthy  of  a  place  in  my  gar¬ 
den — and  yours! 

Sizes: 

Large  bulbs  are  1 14  inches  and  over  in 
diameter.  Medium,  %  inches  and  over.  Small, 
less  than  %  inches.  Plant  large  and  medium 
sizes  for  blooms.  Small  ones  are  good  for 


propagation.  I  do  not  recommend  bulblets 
UNLESS  you  are  experienced  in  growing  them. 
Only  a  fair  percentage  germinate  and  two 
years  are  required  for  their  bloom.  However, 
I  endeavor  to  send  out  good  sized  ones,  for 
the  variety,  and  you  should  be  reasonably 
successful  with  them.
